"In the next few years we are 
all going to explore new depths of 
suffering and new heights of 
achievement," stated RosiU For'nes. 
speaking before an audience of 300 
In Moyse Hall yesterday afternoon. 
Mrs. Forbes, writer, explorer and 
lecturer was speaking under the 
auspices of the Women's Union, on 
the topic "Exploration."

HerlouK Thought. 

To the Editor uf the McGlll Daily. 

Sir:— The present confused sIlUn 
lion regarding the Canadian Slu 
dent Assembly has been inagnlflcd 
out of all proportion lo the flcliiHl 
events. Extraneous Issues are be- 
ing brought In, and misapprehen- 
sions fostered. Not as a spokesman 
for the C, S. A. bul as an observer 
of the oipnizatlon since iU inccp- 
lion, as a fraternal delegate of a 
niedicnl student oiganizatlon sent to 
the St, Anne dc Bellevue Confer- 
ence, and as a witness to the com 
picte proceedings of the Commis 
slon studying Canada and External 
AfTairs 1 though di.s.igipoing with 
.snnip of its inlcrprctatlonK ). 
would like to stale the facts of the 
case. 

First, our thinking must be im- 
pei'.sonal, uncmotionnl, .nnd objec 
live. Even in the preiicnt healed 
atmosphere, if there is any group 
In Canada especially prepared to re- 
main cool-headed, and to think it3 
way through to a rational conclu.s- 
ion 11 ought lo be those enjoying 
university training. Name-calling, 
and blanket .statements arc dcvlcc.t 
of the worst propagandists. Let v% 
get down to some serious thinking 
for Monday's meeting ot the Stu- 
dents' Society, . 

What does the C.S.A. stand for? 
The Notional Executive have pub- 
lished a pamphlet answering this 
question and I suggest that any 
judgment passed on the C.S.A. 
without reading this is hasty and 
unprepared. This pamphlet states 
that the C.S.A. is designed to serve 
the purpose of student expression 
and action. It proposes to do this by 
a national executive of representa- 
tives from local assemblies on 
which all clubs and societies are 
urged to have representation. Three 
main lines of programme were 
suggested for 1939-40. (a) mainten- 
ance of educational standards; tb) 
national unity (c) practical democ- 
racy. At St. Annes this was divided 
among four commissions on (1) 
National Unity; t2i Improving and 
(3) Extending University Educa- 
tion; (4) Canada and External Af- 
fairs. A detailed report on the find- 
ings will soon be available. 

Allegations that the C S..A. is 
anti-British, anti-war and subver- 
sive originated from Dean Krug 
and some members of the Maritime 
delegation. Dean Krug attended less 
than half the meetings of the Com- 
mission on Canada and External 
Affairs, His publi.ihed impressions 
are contradicted by statements of 
delegates from ten or more Cana- 
dian Universities, who attended the 
whole session. 

Certainly, as in the British House 
of Commons, there were at St. 
Annes criticisms of the past British 
foreign policy, but m the plenary 
session my Impression was that 
those who felt the necessity and 
rightness of the present war were 
distinctly in the majority. 

It is easy to understand how one 
not at the conference could believe 
charges levelled at tlic C. S. A 
Moit newspaper vcporii would lead 
him to such a concUision. C. S. .'\ 
statements have been denied publi- 
cation. One other way wa3 open 
for public explanation namely an 
Open Meeting, the story of which Is 
fresh ill our nicnionos. 

The Icrin unll-BnIisli hds been 
bandied abutii but accurUing lo my 
observation there wu« nothing said 
or done by anybody at Ihe St, .\nnea 
ciniffrencc ,io eiscniiully .mli-Bril- 
isli as Ihe mull niclliuils v^lmh last 
Tuescliiy dugiaL-ed MctiiU's rcpuU- 
lion for freedom of speech and as- 
sembly. 

As to the r,esolulions patted in the 
McGil Union, it should be pointed 
out llidt the C S A is conipot>6(t 
déléguiez duly uppoliited by campus 
orgaiiitttlioiu. For a gathering of 
sludenid representing no organUu- 
lions lo meet, appoint a chairman 
and call themseWwi "Wc, McGill 
students meeting as the Canadian 
Studenl AsaciiiUly «1 McGiH ' is .it)- 
surd. TJie pioposilion to cuntiscato 
the books and (lind? ot the C. S. A. 
is equajly pr<po«t«rous and reminds 
one ot lotsUtarisn methods. 

Tlie C. S, A. Is accused of pre- 
iLiidlng that tl is fully representa- 
tive of Canadian University studenl 
opinion. It has never claimed lu 
represent all university students 01 
to tpeak olTlclally for them. Only 
one organUalInn cnii do thi^t, the 
li i' (' U. .S vUihii leprosenls the 
(iul.\ (iltiied hliulciil L'ouncils. Tlic

One of the mo.vt imporlam and 
not only that the best looking turn 
is the "pulled Christy" which is 
when absolutely correctly done 
known here under the name of 
"Tempo"-- or "P.^rallcl"— Christy, It 
If llie expert s turn and askh for 
much pra^•;l^c and sound b.isic 
know loitge of the "high "white art." 

The actual turning is executed 
tlirough the impetus (and weight of 
:l-.c moved body. It mu^t be done 
absolutely without any a-e of the 
muscle strength. 

Before or just at the bcgiimuiK 
of the swing the inside ski is push- 
ed slightly ahead. The weight is on 
both skis. The knees should be in 
front muoh as pnsMble. With the 
knec.= m front the body is bent 
s;.ght:y backw.irds. By .iwingmg 
Uie body forwards and turning it 
m ;hc dc.<;red direction the actual 
Parallel Christie is completed. This 
turn needs a speed of at least 15 
to 20 miles. 

Now, how to learn it? Practice 
at first with open skis, and later 
try to keep them togctlicr. Give 
your txidy and the turning momen- 
tum a help by using your inside 
stick as an axis. Later it you arc 
skilled, leave it away. Practice 
mainly the direction in which you 
are worse, .^t the beginning it is 
always good to turn from one ti'a- 
versing direciion to the other, but 
later on one should not neglect to 
practice the swing also from the 
straight downhill direction to the 
traversing one. (The latter one 
must be completed with slight use 
of your strength.)

than to ensure a fair or adequate 
hearing of those ai-cused 

One of tlie favorite tactics of 
Fascists and .Nazis in their nefari- 
ous and coitscicnceleis attack upon 
Ihii methods of reason, democracy 
aitd scientific methods, has been 
their readiness to label every at- 
tempt to analyse and act on behalf 
of Individual well-being, as Bol- 
shevik Materialism parading in the 
guise of good-will. Jewish sub- 
terfuge winning innocents from 
their evil ends. It is perhaps a 
fortunate fact for justice and hu- 
manity that the long-suffering Ger- 
man people and other victims of 
Fascist aggression, are less and less 
impressed with this argument, de- 
signed to distract them from an- 
alysis and criticbm of ihcir dread- 
ful plight, their hunger and long 
servile hours of toil. Let us on our 
Pitl take the utmost care that wc 
do not drop into a like habit of im- 
purting to OLjr cr.'.ics, nn matter 
hov good their work. Ulterior dark 
and evil motives.

No better guarantee 
for our common Canadian future 
could be given than the spirit 
which characterized your Confer- 
ence as respects French and Eng- 
lish: it far transcended in import- 
ance any particular i.sjuc that wa£ 
discussed.

In respect to the cha;ges made 
by Dean Krug: 1 happened lb travel 
into Montreal witlt him on the day 
he left but he said nothl.-ig of his 
troubles to me; wc had some indif- 
ferent conversation only, so that 
w liat I add has no reference to him 
personally: 

It was evident that some delega- 
tions were not as well equipped in 
training and experience as others 
Many things have h.ippei-cri in Can- 
ada of late years and much serious 
thought has been given to the dif- 
ficulties of our Canadian positioo 
In particular there has been a rapid 
increase In the dcpUt of Canadian 
national feeling.

"There remain." sUle<l Dr James, 
"increased taxation, the selling of 
governmenl .securities, and inflatory 
finance." The first would dampen 
patriotic enthusiasm, the second 
would leave a legacy of debt, and 
the third would cause a rise in 
prices. Any of these attempts v/t>uld 
Involve a degree of economic an- 
archy that may (and In fact, has) 
proved even more dangerous lhan 
the war Itself. -
